The  duties  devolving-  upon  your  Board  of  Trustees  the  past 
year  have  been  unusually  unpleasant  by  reason  of  conflicting 
statutory  laws  and  the  numerous  requests,  even  demands,  for 
books  and  money  to  send  to  Prance.  Your  trustees  have  con- 
strued their  duty  to  be,  to  care  for  the  library,  having  no  legal 
right  to  empty  its  shelves  by  donations. 

It  is  hoped  for  the  welfare  of  the  library  that  whisperings 
of  dismemberment  that  now  and  then  have  been  heard  will  not 
be  heard  in  the  future.  We  have  one  good  library,  not  many. 

The  only  asset  that  is  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  is  the 
Martha  Wood  Burt  note  of  $500,  with  interest  accrued  from 
July  2,  1918  to  Feb.  1,  1919. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  librarian's  account  that  the  patron- 
age remains  about  the  same  from  year  to  year.

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Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  teachers  it  has  been  difficult  to 
secure  competent  teachers  for  the  schools  at  the  salary  we  have 
been  paying.  We  were  unfortunate  in  having*  so  many  vacan- 
cies to  fill  this  year,  but  we  have  been  able  to  fill  the  positions 
satisfactorily.  The  prevailing  epidemic  has  not  broken  up  the 
schools  seriously,  although  it  has  lowered  the  attendance  in 
nearly  all  the  schools. 

The  teachers  have  continued  to  install  the  courses  pre- 
scribed by  the  new  state  program.  The  work  is  progressing 
steadily,  yet  few  radical  changes  have  been  made.  The  nor- 
mal schools  are  turning  out  a  few  teachers  trained  for  the  new 
work.  -There  is  &  greater  demand  for  these  teachers  than 
there  is  a  supply.  We  have  secured  our  share.  The  others  we 
have  trained  in  the  schools  as  far  as  new  conditions  have  been 
met.  We  were  unfortunate  in  not  being  able  to  retain  Miss 
McGrath.  Her  work  was  worthy  of  commendation  and  she 
will  leave  a  lasting  influence  in  the  community.  No  changes 
in  teachers  have  been  made  thus  far  during  the  year.  The 
teachers  have  been  encouraged  and  aided  in  their  work  as  in 
other  years.  The  text  books  have  been  adjusted  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  pupils  and  to  fit  the  requirements  of  the  state  pro- 
gram. Some  single  copies  of  supplementary  readers  have 
been  secured  for  the  school  libraries.  The  work  done  in  this 
line  seems  very  profitable.  The  pupils  are  given  a  broader  con- 
tent, and  the  younger  grades  are  improving  in  reading  facility. 
We  had  hoped  that  we  might  secure  the  cooperation  of  the 
town  library  committee  in  making  the  schools  depositories 
for  a  few  books  to  circulate  in  the  homes  and  furnish  more 
reading  material  for  the  upper  grades. 

The  ending  of  the  war  has  relieved  the  schools  of  a  part 
of  the  unusual  strain.  We  expect  that  conditions  will  soon  be- 
come normal.  There  seems  to  be  a  scarcity  of  teachers  still 
and  a  demand  for  higher  salaries.  The  other  running  ex- 
penses of  the  schools  do  not  seem  to  change  much. 

We  were  deprived  of  a  large  part  of  our  school  money 
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from  the  state  this  year,  owing  to  our  poor  attendance  last  year 
and  the  gradual  decrease  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  the 
schools.  From  the  number  now  in  school,  the  low  attendance 
due  to  the  epidemic  and  the  usual  poor  attendance  of  three 
families,  we  are  likely  to  lose  the  same  state  funds  next  year 
also.  We  need  a  truant  officer  who  will  enforce  the  law  and  a 
public  sentiment  that  will  demand  that  children  attend  school. 

An  effort  was  made  last  year  to  interest  the  pupils  in 
school  supervised  home  gardens.  Some  results  were  secured 
through  the  efforts  of  the  teachers,  but  many  failed  because 
of  the  lack  of  summer  supervision.  The  leader  of  the  boys' 
club  supervised  a  few  of  the  older  pupils,  but  many  were  not 
reached.  The  national,  government  is  making  some  provision 
through  appropriations  for  the  encouragement  and  assistance 
in  securing  a  summer  supervisor.  We  hope  that  the  pupils 
in  the  War  Garden  Army  may  secure  your  encouragement. 

We  hope  for  the  support  of  the  people  of  the  town  in  mak- 
ing the  schools  efficient.  We  are  looking  for  greater  state 
support  to  equalize  the  burden  on  the  small  town.  We  feel 
that  you  will  help  us  to  meet  the  emergencies  as  they  come. 
We  wish  to  thank  the  people  for  the  support  they  have  given 
us  in  the  past.  The  school  board  has  cooperated  with  the 
superintendent  and  teachers.  The  teachers  have  shown 
ability  and  put  forth  effort  to  make  the  work  efficient.  We 
hope  for  a  successful  school  year,  and  that  we  may  all  work 
together  for  the  children  of  Westmoreland.
